This delicous vegetable product is 


quite a rarity outside of. the city gardens 
and village farms. It is deserving of a 
place on every farm, and once a good 
patch of it well started, it will last a life- 
time, with a little care annually. Any 
good, rich light and well drained soil 
will do. It should be made very rich 
and plowed deeply. 
Sow the seed in as 


good season as the soil will admit, one 
and one half inches deep, aid a foot 
apart. 
Previons 
to lowing 
soak 


the seed twenty-four hours' in warm 
water. Keep the soil mellow and free 
from weeds. 
The following Spring 


transplant into rows two feet apart, set- 
ting the crowns four inches beneath the 
ground and the plants a foot apart in the 
row. 
The plants at first should be only 


covered slightly, drawing tho 
earth 


about them as they grow until the ground 
is level. Each autumn mulch heavily 
with stable manure as soon as the 
ground begin* to freezo; fork in the 
manure carefully each Spring. Keep 
clear of weeds and cut out seed stalks 
to prevent seeding. The third year the 
bed may be sparingly out, and after the 
third year it will produce abundantly. 
Thera is but little choice in varieties, 
but more in cultivation. It is in sea- 
son during May and 
June. 
Care 


should be taken not to injure young 
shoots in forking the manure in, or 
cutting tbe stalks 
It is very p ilutable 


and healthful, and adds not only variety 
bat luxury to the farmer's bill of fare.

Among the novelties in real estate is

At this rate each oue pays 
$18,000, and the interest and taxes and 
insurance will make an equal expense 
of $1,300. Cheap enough for a first- 
class ,dwelliBg, which is so contrived 
that instead of a flat each one has a first 
and second story, and the elevator ren- 
ders the highest floors the most desir 
able. The shares in this club are now 
in demand at a large premium, and 
hence it is probable that the new system 
will be|geuerally introduced. Central- 
ization in dwellings is now becoming 
the study of architects, whose skill in 
combining elegance with convenience is 
often surprising.
